There are mitigations to Chin Foin’s in- 
cursion that the old families of the Knight 
house neighborhood are taking careful stock 
of. In the first place Chin Foin is a 
graduate of Yale, and he has a cousin in the 
cabine of the Chinese republic. 
Foin is wealthy. 


Prominent Chinese Merchant. 

He founded the King Joy Lo restaurant 
on Randokph street several years ago and 
the King Yen Lo restaurant at Clark and 
Van Buren streets. Until recently he was 
the head of the Mandarin Inn company at 414 
South Wabash avenue, and he is now the head 
of a firm of wealthy Chinese importers, and 
in that capacity a member of the ‘Chicago 
Asveociation of Commerce. r 

He proposes to spend $10,000 in refurnish- 
ing the Knight house in oriental style and 
he intends to entertaim there distinguished 
Chinese visitors to Chicago. Im fact, Chin 
Foin’s idea is to make his mew house the 
center of local Chinese society, and it fol- 
lows the property, so long as he owns it, will 
not be allowed to deteriorate. 


Cost $40,000; Sold for $8,200, ‘ 

Chin Foin paid $8,200 for the house which 

the Knights built in world’s fair times for 
$40,000. 

The purchase of the Knight residence ig in 
line with Chin Foin’s expressed determina- 
tion to be as much of an American as pos- 
sible. His family has been occupying apart- 
ments at 500 East Thirty-firet street. They 
consist of his wife, Yoklund Chin F. Foin; 
his two sons, Theodore Chin Chungow and 
Francis Chin; a little daughter, Glady Chin, 
and a stepdaughter, May Chin. Chin Foin is 
said to be worth $200,000, which he made in 
Chicago in twenty years.

CHARGE BOMBPLOT; 
WITNESS A SUICIDE 
Big Mill Men Alleged to Have 


Had Dynamite Planted to 
Discredit Unions. 


LAWRENGE STRIKE SEQUEL 


Boston, Mass., Auge. 27.—[Special. ]—Ernest 
W. Pitman, a wealthy and prominent mill 
builder, committed suicide at his home at 
Andover this morning. 

He had been subpcenaed by the Suffolk 
county grand jury and was to have testified 
today in connection with the planting of 
dynamite in Lawrence at the time of the 
big mill strike. 

The grand jury is investigating the charge 
that the planting of the dynamite was the 
result of 4 consprracy concocted by big mill 
men.in Boston. It is reported that Pitman 
was one of the men under invéstigation. 

Among those summoned to appear before 
the grand jury are seven of the most promi- 
nent residents of the city. 


Aimed Heavy Blow at Labor? 

The object of the plot, according to reports, 
was te deal a crushing blow to the labor 
unions by making it appear that they had 
planted the dynamite. The idea was taken 
from the action of the McNamara brothers 
in using dynamite to destroy property. It is 
said the dynamite planted at Lawrence was 
purchased in this city. 

The plot charge originated with the leaders 
of the Industrial Workers of the World, who 
were conducting the Lawrence strike. They 
charged that the cymamite was planted for 
the purpose of leading the public to believe 
the unions were plotting to blow up the mills, 

John J. Breen, who was found gullty of 
placing the dynamite at the various places 
where it was found, testified before the grand 
jury today. He is said to have told a startling 
story of the bitter textile fight. 


, May Indict Manufacturers. 

District Attorney Pelletier, who instituted 
the grand jury investigation of the pilot 
charge, béeHeves it will result in the indict- 
ment of men prominent in textile manufac- 
turing. These men, it is believed, were be- 
hind Breen, who did not take the witness 
stand at his trial. When he wae fined $5@), 
the money was paid promptly.

With the terms of the proposed new con- 
tract between the street car companies and 
the employés approved by the companies, the 
local and international presidents of the 
unions, and the joint committeemen of the 
unions, there developed last night consider- 
able opposition among the men themselves. 

Among the employés of the Chicago City 
railway, whose night crews have won con- 
ditions equal to those of the Chicago Rali- 
ways men, the contract proved exceedingly 
popular. Among the north and west side 
men, however, there appeared some demand 
for better terms than those granted. 

The only indication of feeling thus far 
given was shown at last night’s massmeet- 
ings, where W. D. Mahon, the international 
president, and others of the joint committee 
presented the.report of the long negotia- 
tions. | 

At both massmeetings Mr. Mahon was 
cheered as he finished his report and it ap- 
peared like a ready acceptance. 


Objectors Find Support. 

At Schoenhofen hall, where the Chicage 
Railways men met, however, Mr. Mahon was 
followed by a few local men who declared the 
} committee should have obtained more, and 
these speakers gathered a good deal of sup- 
port. 

There were about 1,000 men present at the 
meeting, representing one-sixth of the mem- 
bership of the north and west side union. 
The real proportion of objectors will be dis- 
closed Friday forenoon, when the twenty- 
four hours’ vote on accepting the contract 
will have ended. 

Mr. Mahon told the men tn plain terms that 
if they rejected the contract they would be 
imperiling what they have won, as there is 
nc way of telling what an arbitration board 
will do with the points already granted the 
employés. From one of the opposition there 
came a query as to a strike. 


Accept or Arbitrate. 

“Strike nothing,” said Mr. Mahon hotly, 
“It is a question only of whether you will 
vote to accept the new contract or whether 
you will arbitrate. It is up to you. Do what 
you please, but use your Intelligence.”’ 

The plain declaration that arbitration is 
the only alternative has a good deal of 
weight, and the leeders are hopeful that the 
vote, opening tomorrow at 10 a. m., will 
favor acceptance. 

“It is eittier a question of acceptance of 
the contract or following out our laws and 
submitting the entire matter to arbitration,” 
said Mr. Mahon. ‘“‘ The propositions sub- 
mitted are not what you had demanded, or 
what we, as a committee, wanted or would 
like to have reported to you, but it cannot 
be otherwise. 


‘“‘We Have Done Our Best.” 

“We have cone our best and have con- 
tested every point. We have won everything 
possible to secure through these confer- 
ences, and now bring it back to you, as our 
laws require, for you, the membership, to con- 
sider, and then by your vote decide wnether 
you will accept the agreement proposed, or 
whether the entire matter shall pe sub- 
mitted to arbitration, as our laws require, 

“ Of course you understand if these propo- 
sitions are not acceptable and we have to go 
to arbitration, we go back to the basis of 
the old agreement just expiring. We ask 
you to carefully consider the propositions 
submitted, as well as the entire situation, 


Balloting Begins Tomorrow. 

The balloting will begin tomorrow at 4 
a.m. The Chicago Railways employés will 
vote at Schlitz hall, Ashland avenue and 
Division street. The men of the south side 
lines will yote at their headquarters at Sixty- 
third and Halsted streets. The balloting will 
end at 4 a m. on Friday. 4 

The elevated situation is still unsettled and 
will remain so until the surface troubles are 
disposed of. What was hoped to be the last 
conference failed to bring the desired results 
and the negotiations went over until Sate 
urday. Mr. Mahon, Joseph Colgan, and Ed. 
ward McMorrow in the meantime will re- 
main in Detroit, where they went at the 
close of last night's meetings. The County 
Traction question also will await the set- 
tlement of the larger dispute. 

Another ‘conference between Mr. Mahon 
and L. A. Busby, president of the City Rati- 
way, brought satisfactory settlement to the 
dispute as involving the employés of the old 
Chicago Southern Traction company, run- 
ning to Kankakee, now operated by the City 
and Connecting railways.

‘ONE BLACK MAN RESIGNS. 


Report Opposing Recall of Judges 
Will Be Presented by Com- 
mittee Today. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 27.—[Special.]—The 
American Bar association dodged the negro 
question in a short but noisy session today. 
Leacers said a full, free, and frank dis- 
eussion on the ousting of three colored mem- 
bers would disrupt the organization. 

David Fraser of Fowler, Ind.,,was placed 
temporarily in the chair. He was a college 
classmate of Sehator Elihu Root. who en- 
gineered the steam roller at the national 
Repubiican corvention. Excited men yelled 
for recognition, but Mr, Fraser choked off 
debate after former Secretery of War Dick- 
inson, Attorney Genera! Wickersham, and 
Attorney Nathan William MacChesney of 
Chicago had spoken briefly. 

Former Attorney General Albert E. Pills- 
bury of Massachusetts referred to the pro- 
cedure as “an application of the lynch law.” 
Attorney Joseph David of Chicago character- 
ized the resolution as ‘a lie.’’ 


Text of the Resolution.

The resolution adopted by viva voce vote 
follows: ' 
** Resolved. That, as it has never been con- 
templated that members of the colored race 
should become members of this association, - 
the several local councils are directed, if at 
any time any of them shall recommend a per- 
son of the colored race for membership, to 
accompany the recommendation with a state- 

ment of the fact that he is of such race.”’ 

This resolution was presented by Mr. Dick- 
inson. The preamble recites that the three 
regroes, Assistant Attorney Genéral William 
H. Lewis, Butler R. Wilson of Massachu- 
setts, and William R. Morris of Minnesota, 
are members of the association, although 
the executive committee held they were not. 

Morris has sent his resignation to the secre- 
tary of the association. asserting he does not 
want to be a member of any organization 
where he is unwelcome. It is rumored that 
efforts are being made to have Wilson also 
resign. Then the opponents of the negroes 
hope to prevail upon Attorney General Wick- 
ersham to compel the resignation of his as- 
sistant. 


Satisfactofy to Wickersham. 

Tt Is argued that the resignation of all three 
colored men willl nullify any political advan- 
tage the attorney general may have got out 
of the adoption of the resolution. 

“The resolution adopted by the associa- 
tion,’’ Attorney General Wickersham said. 
“accomplishes exactly what I have striven 
for—namely: the abandonment of the effort 

_to exclude Assistant Attorney General WiI- 
‘Ham H. Lewis from membership in the as- 
_sociation. It recognizes the fact that he ané 
"the two other colored men who were elected 
“by the executive committee, Mr. Morris of 
.Minnesota and Mr. Wilson of Boston, are 
now active members of the association.” 
Others wanted to speak. They yelled for 
‘Tecognition, but the chairman entertained a 
“motion for the previous avestion. 

“It was a ticklish situation and had to be 
met with a firm hand,” explained Temporary 
Chairman Fraser later. 


Report on Recall of Judges. 

Most interest seems to be centered in the 
report of the special committee, represent- 
ing every state in the union, on the recall of 
judges. This committee was appointed a 
year ago to ‘expose the fallacy of judicial 
recall.” 

Some of the principal points of the report, 
which will be discussed tomorrow, are: 

* We believe the principle to be dangerous 
and objectionable and subversive of + good 
government. 

“Such encroachments of power in the as- 
sumed interest of popular reform are the 
most subtle and dangerous of all. Do not let 
the courts become the subject of attack by 
‘every disappointed litigant, envious lawyer, 
or domineering political boss. You cannot 

- attack the courts. and take from them thein-. 
gependence/ of the judges without endanger- 
ing the foundations of personal security. It 
is idle to say this system would not take from 
the judiciary its eelt-reliance and self-re- 
spect.’ 

The leaders in the association predict that 
the report will be adopted and the committee 

continued to do more missionary work. The 
report says nothing about the recall of ju- 
Gicial decisions and does not discuss the ju- 
dicial plank of the Progressive party plat- 
form. 


Gregory for Woman Suffrage. 
- President Stephen S. Gregory of the asso- 
ciation in his annual address opposed the 
recall. He advocated woman's suffrage, in- 
‘ternational peace, condemned political cor- 
ruption, joked about Col. Roosevelt's candi- 
‘dacy, and urged the progressive reform of 
‘tthe bench and the bar. He said the Illinois 
Jegislature in its corrupt election of Wiliam 
.Lorimer did much for popular government. 
‘Continuing, he said: 
: “It is precisety this kind of gross abuse 
of power and dereliction of duty by repre- 
‘eentatives of their constituents which has 
‘contributed so.largely to the failure of rep- 
‘resentative government and destroyed the 
«confidence of the American people in the en- 
tire representative system.” 
' Frank B. Kellogg will make one of the 
‘principal speeches of the meeting tomorrow. 
Some of his friends are urging his fitness for 
the presidency of the association.

He mentioned the construction of the 
Nickel Plate railroad in the ‘SOs, beilt for 
competition with the Lake Shore from Buf- 
falo t@ Chicago, but quickly thereafter ac- 
quired by the Lake Shore, with the result 
that Chicago consumers have to pay for the 
combination.

Permitted None of His Support-

Seagirt, N. J., Aug. 27.—‘‘ I am absolutely 
in favor of publicity and welcome a thorough 
investigation of my campaign expenses. I 
have always held that position. I have al- 
ways approved of it and will welcome it as a 
matter of course.” 

In this way Gov. Woodrow Wilson tonight 
outlined his attitude toward the Penrose res- 
olution calling, among other things, for an 
inquiry into the preconvention campaigns of 
the various candidates. 


Ignorant as to Backers. 

The governor was asked who his principal 
backers were in the primary campaign. 

“To tell the truth, I don’t know myself 
except Im a general way who had charge of 
my campaign in the various states,’’ replied 
the governor. ‘‘ I merely kept a general over- 
sight over my campaign fund. Three times 
we had no fund at all.”’ 

The governor said he could not even esti- 
mate his preconvention expenses. He said 
most of the money, however, was raised from 
Princeton graduates. 

‘‘ Practically al] the money Was spent for 
publicity,”’ sald the governor, ** for distribut- 
ing news through the press. We did not ask 
the papers to use it. We did not volunteer it. 
We cent it out wherever it was asked for.”’ 


Tells of Ryan Episode. 

The governor said that so far as he knew 
no campaign contributions were declined. 
With reference to the Thomas F. Ryan in- 
cident which developed in connection with 
the Watterson-Harvey-Wilson episode, the 
governor was asked if he had not declined a 
contribution fronr Mr. Ryan. 

“| personally did not,’’ answered the gov- 
ernor, but Mr. McCombs did; But I ought 
not to say that because it leaves the impres- 
sion that Mr. Ryan offered money. He did 
not. I declined to see Mr. Ryan and Mr. Mc- 
Combs declined to let anybody ask Mr. Ryan 
for a contribution.” 

The governor returned early tonight from 
Trenton, where he passed a busy day. All 
during the hours in which he was receiving 
callers an Italian sculptor worked away mod- 
eling a clay bust.

PAYNTER DENIES HE DODGED.

Third of a Cent a Quart Asked 
by Producers in Contracts. 


NOT DUE TO ORDINANCE. 


Price of Cows and Pay Increase to 
Laborers Reasons Given. 


Prophets who said the new milk ordinance 
would double the price of milk are not up- 
held by the Milk Producers’ association. The 
directors of that organization met yesterday 
in anticipation of winter contracts for milk 
to Gate Oct. 1, and decided~-to ask for an in- 
crease over last winter of only a third ofa 
cent @ quart. 

The average price per hundred pounds 
which the association wants for the winter 
is $1.98 1-6, or 19 cents a hundred more than 
the . .79 1-6 they received last winter. The 
difference between the price asked and the 
price received winter before last, $1.86 2-3, is 
only 7 1-6 cents a hundred. 

The reasons given for the increase are 
that cows cost from 15 to 25 per cent more 
than they did, that labor is higher, and that 
the new ordinance will increase expenses. 


More Milk than Last Year.. 

If the Bordens are compelled to raise the 
price to hold their milk there may. be a 
greater increase than the association now 
demands. Otherwise the chunce that milk 
will be much higher ts small. 

P. D. Fox. local manaz?r of Rorden's, said 
he saw no prospect for an increase, although 
the producers might know of conditiors he 
had not learned.

We got 
only $1.79 1-6 a hundred last year, whereas 
the year before we got $1.86 2-3.

PROGRESSIVE PARTY WINS IN 
PENNSYLVANIA COMPROMISE. 


Hilles Sues for Peace After Poll of 
Electors—Three Sets in Field in Presi- 
dential Election.

Philaéelphia, Pa., Aug. 27.—[{Special.J—As 
a result of a compromise today between the 
Roosevelt and Taft forces in Pennsylvania 
both sides will put up presidential electoral 
tickets, and the Taft people will withdraw 
the Penrose opposition to the Republican 
state ticket made up entirely of Roosevelt 
adherents. 

The truce is considered a decided victory 
for the Progressive element, known here 
as the Washington party. Had the fight 
continued the president at best would have 
been sure of only eighteen electors, to Roose- 
veit’s twenty-two, while a cutthroat fight 
on the state ticket might have assured Demo- 
cratic victory. 

William Flinn, the Roosevelt leader, con- 
trolled the primaries which elected delegates 
to the state convention, and the Progres- 
sives therefore controlled and nominated a 
ticket made up of men who are not in sym- 
pathy with the Taft-Penrose régime in this 
state. It is, actually the Republican state 
ticket, but when Flinn went over to Roose- 
velt, Penrose proposed to Taft representa- 
tives the advisability of funning a state 
ticket of his own, with a view of defeating 
the Washington party or Roosevelt sup- 
porters. ' 

Before sanctioning this move Chairman 
Hilles of the Republican national commit- 
tee polled the presidential electors. When he 
found Roosevelt men were in the majority 
he sued for peace. Under the agreement 
there now will be a three cornered fight in 
the state, among Roosevelt, Taft, and Wil- 
son, each on his own electoral ticket, while 
the state fight will be confined 'to a contest 
between the Democrats and the Roosevelt 
state nominees.

The foregoing observation was made by | 


William Shakspeare of Cleopatra. The same 
idea; clothed in different language, was used 
yesterday by Chicago women to describe the 
Chicago woman. 

The subject under discussion was the rul- 
ing of the board of directors of the Michigan 
avenue Young Women’s Christian aseocia- 
tion which has ruled that hereafter no Woman 
over 25 can have quarters there, and, follow- 
ing out this policy, has requested twenty-one 
of its guests to depart by Sept. 2. 


Never Grow Old. 

According to the women who talked 
about the matter yesterday nearly all Amer- 
ican women are Cleopatras, so far as being 
worthy of Shakspeare's compliment is con- 
cerned. They never grow actually old, They 
may be still young at 75. They merely are as 
old as they feel. 

‘*I am considerably older than 25," said 
Miss Mary Bartelme, public guardian, ** and 
I feel young. I certainly do not think that 
women of 25 are’ no longer young. To a 
girl who is earning a livelihood the respon- 
sibilities of life look a great deal harder 
at 25 than 18. To a woman of 25 or 30 the 
responsibilities become a care and a worry, 
and her needs are much more evident. For 
that reason it is not well to have her respon- 
sibilities increased when she becomes 25.” 


Says Homes Are Necessary. 
Miss Belle Squire said that homes similar 
ta, the one managed by the Young Women’s 


| @hriatian association, but without an age 


limit, are necessary. 

“The question of a woman’s being young 
or old at 25 Is purely a matter of tempera- 
ment,’’ she said. ‘“‘I have known women 


! who were most delightfully young at 75, 


and others who were old in their ‘ teens.’ 
The situation at the*Y. W. C. A. discloses a 
great need for a prorer kind of establishment 


for women over 25. The Y. W. C. A. could’ 


remain a retreat for young and inexperienced 
girls, Dut there ought to be large social homes 
for all women.” 

Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superintendent of 
schools, agrees with the other women that 
the limit of a woman's youth depends on the 
woman and not on the number of years the 
has lived. 


Depends on Circumstances, 

“It depends upon circumstances whether 
a woman is old or young at 25,” she said. 
‘“I think if she has lived in the city she will 
be able to take care of herself unassisted at 
that age.’’ 

‘ There are no old women any more,” sald 
Mrs. WilHam 8. Hefferan, formeriy president 
of the Englewood Woman's club and a leader 
in the Illinois Congress of Mothers. “ All 
the ieading women in the recent biennial of 
the nationa! federation of clubs were over 45. 
These women were vivacious, buoyant, good 
looking, and as young as any I ever saw. I 
thing a girl of 25 is fully capable of looking 
out for herself in Chicago—the working gir] 
more so than the girl who has been brought 
up at home.” 


Not a Fair Method. 

Mrs. George W. Trout of Oak Park, for- 
merly. president of the Chicago Poltical 
Equality league, asesrted that women should 
not be judged by years. 

‘‘I do not think it ig a fair method of rul- 
ing,’ she said. ‘‘ As long as a woman feels 
and acts young she ought to be considered 
young. I don’t belleve in age limits. We 
can't say that a person is capable at 25 and 
is not at 20, for some are more capable at 
the early age than others who are older. I 
would like to see the Y. W. C. A. enlarge its 
quarters.” 

“The development of a woman has ao 
much to do with the matter of her being 
young or old,’’ said Mrs. Lewis K. Torbet. 
‘* Some girls are older before they are 20 than 
others of 30. I believe the Y. W. C. A. will be 
as near right as any group of women could 
be. They are obliged to take care of young 
girls, and those of 25 ought to be better able 
to care for themselves than those of 15 and 
16 just coming to the city.”

The government bulletin on the “ Preparation 
of Vegetables for the Table” giyes two recipes 
for cooked cucumbers with an introduction. 1t 
says: 

‘Phe cucumber is much more often eaten in 
the United States as a salad than cooked, yet 
it is a very palatable vegetable when stewed 
and served with a white sauce, or seasoned 
with butter, salt, and pepper and served on 
toast. The pared and quartered cucumber should 
be cooked until tender in. boiling, salted water, 
which will require about fifteen minutes. Cu- 
cumbers may also be cut in slices lengthwise 
and fried like summer squash or eggplant.” 

When people grow their own vegetables the 
least perfect or gnarled ones: may be used for 
stewing. These must be carefully washed, but 
if the skin is tender, like that of the earliest 
summer squashes, it need not be removed. If 
cucumbers of equal size are boiled they. may 
be cooked whole. Otherwise they should be 
cut into pieces of equal size, then boiled rapidly 
until tender in salted, boiling water, drained 
and then thrown into cold water. Let them 
remain until cooled, then drain again, after 
which quickly jeat with butter, salt, and pepper 
or in a good:sauce or gravy. Serve on toast. 

-?- 

The French use cucumber in sauces. They 
grate it raw and add it to mayonnaise, and 
they stuff it with meat. They eut the cucum- 
bers into pieces about three inches long, scoop 
out the seeds, put a forcemeat of veal, well 
seasoned, in their place, tie a@ piece of bacon 
to each end, and stew in stock until tender. The 
pieces are than- drained, dressed in a pyramid 
form with a border of mashed potatoes, and 
served with a sauce, This is for a vegetable, 
although with the meat stuffing, which must 
not be too delicate, it fs a hearty dish, Great 
pains are taken not to break the vegetable, 
that the dish may be decorative. 

An excellent use for the medium sized cu- 
cumber, if people will eat cucumber pickle, is 
what 1 am sure is the easiest and simplest of 
cucumber pickles without any use of brine, 
cooking, or the doing of much of anything that 
is troublesome. 


‘ail 

Simplest Cucumber Pickle.—-To a gallon of 
vinegar add one cup each of salt, mustard, and 
sugar and a horseradish root. This root is to 
insure their keeping, but they will keep with- 
out it. Wash your cucumbers and throw them 
into this preparation. And lo! your pickles are 
made and eatable after a few days, but good 
after months. These will even keep without be- 
ing covered, should anyone wish to practice 
this insanitary method of keeping food. The 
tiny gherkin is not as good pickled in this 
way as is the larger cucumber. nor does it 
keep as well. 

The recipe for a “lazy wife pickle,” one 
much like this, was printed in one of the house- 
hold magazines tast year. With a gallon of 
vinegar is mixed two-thirds of a cup of water, 
a cup of sugar, and a cup of dry mustard. This 
is put into a stone crock. The cucumbers are 
washed and then boiling water is poured over

‘BLACKMAIL’ YARN FALSE 


Defeated Litigant Says He Was 
Offered $100,000 Merely 
to Settle Controversy. 


Judge Richard E. Burke yesterday got on 
the firing tine of the controversy which fol- 
fJowed his decision in the Stewart building 
case. Shedd, defeated litigant, avers the 
court forfeited his $700,000 interest in the 


property. 

Announcement by the judge that he was 
ready to make personal answer to the critics 
of his @ecision brought forth ~o responses. 
The developments of the day included the 
Diowing up of the “ legal blackmail ” charge 
made by Mr. Shedd and a new letter to mem- 
bers of the bar by H. S. Mecartney, attorney 
for Shedd. ‘The letter says thers is “‘no 
eecasion for any personal controversy be- 
tween the writer and Judge Burke.” . 


Stands Pat on Decision. 

“TY came back to Chicago from my va- 
eation,” the jurist said, ‘to see whether or 
not anybody has any charges to make. There 
were a lot of things said while I was out 
of the city, and I'm going to be here today and 
tomorrow. I haven’t got a word of ex- 
planation to make on my decision. It was 
made after a careful summing up of evi- 
dence and arguments, and I think it right and 
just. The decision will stand, unless over- 
thrown by a higher court.’ 

The “legal blackmail” charge attributed 
on Monday to Mr. Shedd was admitted by 
himself and his lawyer, Mecartney, during 
the day, to have been nothing more than an 
offer to adjust the law suit on the partof the 
opposing litigants. Mr. Mecartney stated on 
Monday night after Shedd said he had been 
offered $100,000 to “settle’’ the case, but 
had “ refused to be held up,” that he [Me- 
ecartney] never had heard of the $100,000 
offer. The attorney now explains the of- 
fer. 

“Mr. Shedd told me about ft at the time.” 
Mr. Mecartney said. “A representative of 
the opposing side came to - Mr. Shedd and of- 
fered to renew the lease on the property for 
$100,000. Mr. Shedd refused and said we 
would fight the case out in court. Then the 
man said that they would settle matters for 
_ $50,000. That shows how weak they thought 
their case was.” 


Says He Offered to Settle. 

Attorney Stewart Johnson, original couri- 
eel in the suit against Shedd, made the set- 
tlement offer to Shedd. He also is a gon 
of Mrs. Helen W. 8. Johnson, one of the 
heirs who started the Shedd suit. 

“Why surely I talked settlement of the 
case to Shedd,” the attorney said. ‘‘ There 
are settlement efforts made in practically 
every civil suit. I asked for settlement terms 
with the idea of avoiding useless litigation. 
I don't remember what figures were men- 
tioned in our conversation, but we never 
thought of settling the case for $100,000, 
and I know that $50,000 never was men- 
tioned.” 


: Defends Burke Decision. 

Judge Burke’s decision gained many sup- 
porters during the day. 

“Mr. Shedd brought a law suit,” said one 
lawyer. ‘‘ There was a controversy over the 
right of the old Merrimac company legally 
to hold that leasehold when Mr. Shedd bought 
out the stockholders of that company for 10 
cents on the dollar. Hesawadying creature 
and bought as a speculation, rhaking a gam- 
ble as to it’s getting well.
